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heart good to remember the gallantry of 
iny brave followers. We might easily 
have followedJilOfle repulses by a head¬ 
long offensive movement, but were tied 
down by the commander-in-chiefs re¬ 
strictions, and bis refusal to send me 
reinforcements. 

“How anxiously I wished for a reply 
on both subjects. Just think of what 
it meant. Complete victory was in our 
grasp. The loss of thousands of lives 
was not dreadful before such a result. 
The reply of Gen. Kouropatkin arrived 
at 7 o'clock in the evening in the shape 
of an Order to leave n small force in our 
position and to move the greater num¬ 
ber of our forces up to join Kouropat- 
kin’s army, in view of the expected Jap¬ 
anese advance on the centre. IIow was 
it possible for the Japanese to attack 
the centre when all their available forces 
were diverted west? 

“It is impossible to describe the im¬ 
pression produced upon me by the order. 
At first 1 was afraid to communicate it 
to my victorious army, but there was 
nothing else to do. \W retreated during 
the night of January 29tl>, with tears in 
our eyes and bitterness in our hearts. It 
was then that I decided that my pres¬ 
ence at the theatre of war was no longer 
possible, and the next day I handed ip a 
report to the commander-in-chief de¬ 
manding my release.”

DECLINED TO AID HIM 


FRIGHTFULLY MANGLED. 


RUSSIAN OFFICERS 

BROKE THEIR FAROLE. 


Tho Grtin-I Dnko‘, lload Was Blown 
From His Rmiy—Coachman Was 
Also Killed. 


Victory Wai la His Baals When Com 
annder ln-Chief Ordered Him 


New Y'ork. Feb. 17.—-V • Washington , 
dispatch to the Sun says: “The govern¬ 
ment of the t nited States lias calhsl ; 
upon the Russian government for an ex¬ 
planation of a serious breach of inter¬ 
national faith on the part of the officers 
of the Russian cruiser Lena, which 
sought refuge in the harbor of San Fran¬ 
cisco in September. The Lena was dis¬ 
mantled and sent to the Mare Island 
nary yard, while her officers were parol- 
led for the period of the war. and her 
crew placed under the surveillance of 
government officials. Through naval 
officers at Mare Island the authorities 
have learned that offirers of the Lena— 
an engineer and two midshipmen—have 
broken their parole, and an investigation 
of the state department has disclosed 
that they have returned to Russia and 
offered their services to their govern¬ 
ment. 

“The dismantling of the Lena and her 
sequestration at Mare Island were re¬ 
quested by her command*r, Capt. Ber- 
litisky, and an order issued,by the Presi¬ 
dent on September loth placed her offi¬ 
cers on parole, not to leave the United 
States during the period of hostilities be¬ 
tween Russia and Japan. 

“The violation of their pledges by the 
engineer and the two midshipmen has re¬ 
sulted! in the state department making it 
plain to Russia that the breach must be 
remedied. 

“While the matter i/ still under dis¬ 
cussion it is understood that the United 
Stales will insist that the three recreants 
shall be returned to the custody of the 
Unite<l States naval authorities at Mare 
Island. Iu the event that they are re¬ 
turned they will of course be treated as 
prisoners, and not as privileged persona.”

Duke Sergius was driving to-day from 
the Nicholas palace through the Senate 
quarter, his carriage was followed by 
two cabs. At tho law courts a sleigh, 
in which were two men. one of whom 
was dressed! as a workman, went quickly 
ahead d»f the Grand Duke's carriage. The 
sleigh then slowed uo to allow the carri¬ 
age to pass, and nt fiat moment a bomb 
was thrown beneath the carriage. Tho . 
force of the explosion broke all the 
windows of the la^ courts, and the re¬ 
port was heard outbid# city. 

The carriage was blown to pieces, 
nothing but tbe four wheels remaining. 
Tho horses were nof hurt, and bolted. 

Tlte Grand Duke was instantly killed. 
Ilis head was blown off. actually being 
separated from his bcsly, which was 
frightfully mangled. 

The coachman was also killed. He 
was so frightfully burned by the ex¬ 
plosive with which the bomb was charged , 
that he died while being taken to a hos- ^ 
pital. 

The murderers were arrested. 

On the arrest of the murderers, neither 
of whom was known to the police, one 
of them cooly said: “I don’t care, I 
have done my job.” 

An immense crowd gathered at the 
spof. and made a demonstration against 
a number of students who commenced 
scattering revolutionary proclamations. 

Within a few minutes after the ex¬ 
plosion people might have been seen 
gathering up pieces of tlte wood and 
clothing as mementoes of the crime. 

When the Grand Duchess Elizabeth, 
widow of the Grand Duke Sergius, was 
informed of the occurrence she went to 
the seen© of the assassination without 
waiting to puf on a hat or cloak. 

The gates of the Kremlin were closed 
ns soon as the news of the assassination 
was conveyed to the authorities. and the 
remains of the Grand Duko were taken 
to tlte Nicholas palace.

St. Petersburg, Feb. 17.—4.50 p.m.— 
Tbe news of the tragedy in which the 
Grand Duke Sergius was blown up cre¬ 
ated a tremendous sensation in St. 
Petersburg, wffere the announcement by 
telephone from Moscow arrived during 
the afternoon. 

Owing to the intense excitement pre¬ 
vailing at Moscow, few particulars are 
ascertainable. 

The tragedy in reality was no great 
surprise, as it was known that the ter¬ 
rorists had already condemned the Grand 
Duke to death, and ever since the affair 
of January 22«d, the Inauguration of a 
bomb-throwing campaign had been ex¬ 
pected. 

The Grand Duke Sergius was a bro¬ 
ther-in-law as well as uncle of the Em¬ 
peror, and who had exercised immense 
influence at court. 

As governor-general of Moscow the 
Grand Duke Sergius was intensely un¬ 
popular. His advent as governor-general 
of Moscow was followed by expulsion of 
the Jews from the central provinces, and 
throughout his administration bis rigor¬ 
ous and harsh measures arouaed the 
greatest hostility, especially among the 
students. Two years ago, after the stu¬ 
dents’ riot, in which toany were killed or 
wounded, several hundred expulsions to 
Siberia followed nnder the orders of the 
Grand Duke Sergius and Geo. Trepoff, 
now governor-general of 8t. Petersburg, 
but who was then chief of police of 
Moscow. 

As there were many threats made 
against his life the Grand Duke was 
obliged to flee to his summer residence.

After extensive and satisfac¬ 
tory trials, she was ordered to Queens* 
town t'o familiarize military officers with 
the appearance of a submarine boat. 

Sixty army officers were present to 
witness the diving experiments which led 
to such a tragic result. The crow were 
entirely volunteers. Tito explosion was 
heard ten miles away, and shook the con¬ 
voy Hazard from stem to stern. Dense 
volumes of smoke were aeeu immediately 
pouring out «>f the only outlet in the 
helpless submarine. The rescuers report 
that it was only by superhuman efforts 
‘.'hat they were able to force their way 
through the stifling fumes. They were 
repeatedly driven back, and when Anally 
they reached the lower port of the boat, 
they encountered a terrible spectacle. Of 
the wounded and dying crew only one 
was able to speak coherently, and lie was 
begging to be saved. The rescuers were 
forcing up the second manhole forward 
# when the second explosion occurred, 
blowing one of them twenty feet up¬ 
wards. He fell in the water and was 
rescued. Others wen* slightly wounded. 
The Hazard sent a fresh rescue party, 
and one by one the dead and injured 
were brought up. the rescuers in each 
case returning prostrated and faint with 
the fumes of gasoline. Id cut. Skinner 
was delirious and fried to tear himself 
away from bis rescuers. 

As the submarine was on fire, she 
was towed to the dockyard ba$in. where 
bluejackets made gallant efforts to get 
the only body remaining below, that of 
an engineer. They were almost asphyxi¬ 
ated before they succeeded. Afterwards 
the lire was extinguished. The cause of 
the explosion is unknown.

THE TARIFF AND 

BETTER TERMS. 


Tlio walls of the legislative halls across 
the Bay will ring to-day with complaints 
about the evils of the system which com¬ 
pels us to contribute vast sums iu revenue 
to the Dominion treasury and the brutal 
tenacity with which the federal govern¬ 
ment clings to the money after it has got 
it. It is conceded, of course, that a bar¬ 
gain is~ft bargain and that it is custom¬ 
ary for parties who have entered into 
a lawful agreement to expect to be com¬ 
pelled to lire up to the terms of the 
contract. It is said experience has shown 
that British Columbia was not pa¬ 
triotically served by her representatives 
who went East to subscribe to the terms 
of union—that the wits of the Eastern 
men were as sharp as' the frosts of their 
winters and that they, in characteristic 
Eastern fashion, too^advantage of our 
less alert delegates. WelJ, perhaps that 
is a matter of opinion. The terms were 
fmlly discussed and every possible pro¬ 
vision was made that could be made to 
place this province on exactly the same 
fiuaucial level as the other provinces on 
tha day she’ embarked upon her eareer 
as nn integral part of the Dominion. 

The physical configuration of our ter¬ 
ritory, its vast extent, its scattered popu¬ 
lation. and generally the cumulative dif¬ 
ficulties of administration compared with 
the situation of its neighbors, were not 
brought forward as reasons why we 
should ex peat and demand special terms 
until successive governments, mentally 
cast upon broad, generous and perhaps 
prodigal lines, had pluuged us into deep¬ 
est depths of debt. Now we are on our 
knees asking for relief. The tariff 
which compels ns to purchase In the East 
the goods that cannot be produced at 
home or to contribute a part of the value 
of the said goods to the federal treasury 
if we bring them in from another coun- i 
try—the heavy tariff, the excessive tariff, J 
the tariff that hampers our operations 
and stimulates the business of the East— 
the disproportionate sums we are com¬ 
pelled by the tariff to contribute to the 
federal tfeusury are the visible and 
tangible evidences of the injustice Jhat 
is being inflicted upon us and that should 
be remedied without loss of time. 

How long is it since the members of 
the government that now looks upon the 
present tariff as a grievous wrong to and 
burden upon the people of British Col¬ 
umbia were perambulating the eountry 
and urging the electors to vote for men 
who were pledged to support the leaders 
of a party who proposed to increase the 
tariff, to give the country “adequate pro¬ 
tection" and to pinke it prosperous ujider 
a fiscal .system modelled after that of 
the United States, whose tariff is gener¬ 
ally fifty per cent, higher than that of 
Canada? If we suffer now under a 
moderate tariff, what would our condi¬ 
tion have been under the system pro¬ 
posed by the Conservative party and tho 
members of the McBride government 
who exerted whatever limited power they 
possess^ to secure the election of the 
•andidates of the Conservative party? 
Tho Tor)' doctrine as preached in Canada 
is that the higher the rate of protection 
tho more prosperous the country must 
be. It oppears, according to the figures 
compiled on behalf of the McBride gov¬ 
ernment;* that we in British Columbia 
are “more adequately protected” than 
the people of nuy other section of tho 
Dominic*. Our contributions to the 
federal treasury are several times great¬ 
er thnaMhose of our countrymen in the 
Bast? Our prosperity ought therefore, 
logically, to be groater in exact propor¬ 
tion to tlie amount of our contributions. 
Bat we are told now that that method 
«f reasoning is false. Our free-will offer¬ 
ings are pronounced to be a drain upon 
the resources of the province. Unless 
we get a greater proportion of them back 
we must ipevitau.y siuk into bank¬ 
ruptcy. This is a curious position for the 
advocates of “adequate protection” to 
pkA If any other man than Premier • 

. ' 


McBride were arguing in such a manner 
wo should unhesitatingly set him down 

as insincere. But to mention McBride 
in association with hnmbuggcry would 
be absurd. The Premier’s natural ca¬ 
pacity. too, is beyond questiou. His 
training bas been at fault. That is all. 
Now ho observes that the shortest and 
surest road to better terms lies through 
a redaction of the tariff, we have little 
deubr that he will become a fiscal re¬ 
former. - 


SURPLUSES AND DEFICITS. 

When tho first Conservative govern¬ 
ment Ontario overbad took office a week 
ago there was a cash balance in the 
bank to the credit of tho province of 
nearly four million dollars. Now we 
are told it is all gone. We predicted that 
that surplus would soon disappear after 
the Tories got the treasury door pried 
open. But wo fully anticipated that the 
four millions would keep Mr. Whitney 
and his friends rolling in affluence for 
three or four years at least. The jubila¬ 
tions of the Tory and independent press 
at the determination with which Premier 
Whitney withstood the demands of I)r. 
Beattie Nesbitt and Mr. R. R. Gamey 
seem to have been'premature. 

It will now be iu order for the govern¬ 
ment of Ontario to join the government 
of British Columbia in presenting a 
memorial to Ottawa setting forth the 
impossibility of a party which possesses 
in a marked degree the genius for ad¬ 
ministration conducting the affairs of 
tho two greatest provinces of the Domin¬ 
ion upon tho revenue extractable froin 
present taxable resources. It cannot be 
done. 

It is true Ontario managed to pay her 
way for about forty years and to ac¬ 
cumulate the surplus aforesaid under the 
terms allot**! her by the Terms of Union, 
but then the Ontario government that 
has just passed out of existence was 
noted for Its parsimony. Macdonald and 
Blake and Mowat and Hardy and Ross 
were not broad-minded, liberal-handed, 
pleasure-loving gentlemen such ns Brit¬ 
ish Columbians have been in the habit of 
late years in setting up to rule over them. 
If tho Ontario ministers had travelled 
more at the public expeuse their ideas 
would probably have expanded in pro¬ 
portion to the mileage covered and the 
cost to the people of their investigations. 
Their eyes would have been opened to 
the folly of heaping up surpluses for 
their successors to spend. 

However, the day of small things in 
government is at an end in Ontario also. 
When Premiers McBride and Whitney 
lay their claims to federal allowances 
commensurate with the status of the gov¬ 
ernments they represent and the number 
of patriots that look to them for ap¬ 
pointments. what excuse can possibly be 
trumped up by the upstart Grit tyrants 
for refusing to accede to their demands? 


IN EXTREMIS. 


Grand Duke Sergios was the man who 
maintained' that Great Britain as a 
power was responsible for all the woes 
of holy Russia. £»ouie of the people of 
Russia evidently harbored the absurd be¬ 
lief that Grand Duke Sergius and his 
class were more or less closely connected 
with ths misfortunes, the oppressions, the 
injustices and the slaughterings meted 
out to the peasantry. The Grarwl Duke 
has gone to hU reward, and with the 
memory of hundreds of dead upturned 
faces—faces of unarmed men, defence¬ 
less women, and even khe faces of help¬ 
less little children—lying in the streets 
■of the principal cities of the Empire, 
slain by the orders of Sergius and hit 
kind, who shall say thot the end of the 
man was not in absolute harmony with 
the character of his life? The ruling 
class of Russia claims that the ruled 
class is not possessed of a mind fit to 
rule itself. But are the judges capable 
of expressing an unprejudiced opinion? 
The men who speak for the peasantry 
evidently hold with considerable tenacity 
to a contrary opinion. We who have 
l>eeu reared under a different system and 
under different circumstance# may de¬ 
precate the manner in which ihe reforrn- 
»rs express their opinions. On the one 
side there is murder under authority—on 
the other side retaliation, which from an 
unbiassed point of view cannot be con¬ 
sidered as without justification. The 
Emperor and his advisers are cognizant 
of the temper of the people, and instead 
of proposing concessions in line with the 
spirit of the present ago they resort to 
measures iu harmony with the traditions 
of the autocracy, which are centuries be¬ 
hind the times. They rely upon the 
army to mutilate the bodies, to subdue 
the spirits and to crush the aspirations 
of the people. The time may come when 
even the urmy may fail them. With a 
weak Emperor upon the throne, a blind 
aristocracy divided in their counsels ad¬ 
vising him. a disheartened army led by 
incompetent’ generals losing battles to 
foreign enemies, an ill-manned fleet In 
two mind# whether to go forward and 
light pr to retreat and take refuge in 
some convenient port, the condition of 
Russia would seem t» be about as desper¬ 
ate as her most inveterate enemy could 
desire. 


At ths present day no one would ven¬ 
ture to say that the supplying of its peo¬ 
ple with water for domestic purposes is 
not a proper enterprise for a municipali¬ 
ty to undertake. In course of a short 
time very few will be found ready to 
oppose a suggestion of city corporations 
furnishing their citizens with light also. 
The one is almost, if not qaite, as neces- 
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sary to the comfort and the convenience 
of the populace as the other. In the case 
of the city of Victoria the construction 
and maintenance of water works would 
appear to involve greater expenditures 
than the task of installing motors and 
dynamos and stringing wires. At the 
rates at present charged we suppose Ike 
revenue produced would be about hs one 
dollar to five in favor of the lighting 
plant. Will some one be kind enough to 
demonstrate that, with power so Conveni¬ 
ent and in snob* volume. It Is ridicul¬ 
ous ifNthiuk of the people of Victoria 
furnishing themselves with light for do¬ 
mestic or any other purposes. The 
deeper you dig down into the proposition 
the simpler it seems. 

• • • 

Advocates of old-age pensions will be 
interested in a return which has been 
published by tbo treasurer of the stale 
of Victoria showing the experience of his 
government of the system of pensions in¬ 
augurated in 1001. In 1901 tho maxi¬ 
mum rate of pension was fixed at 10s. 
a week, which was granted to everybody 
who could make good a claim to it. After 
twelve months' experience the rate was 
fixed at 8«. a week, and the children of 
pensioners were compelled, if at all able, 
to contribute towards the pensiou grant¬ 
ed. Reviewing tho three years’ experi¬ 
ence, the Victorian government finds 
that whereas in 1001 it had to pay 10.275 
pensions, on June 50th. 1004, wheu ad¬ 
ministration was restricted, and the rate 
generally reduced, only 11.009 people were 
entitKl to pensions. The average rate 
of pension, with the maximum at 10s. a 
week, worked out at 7s. 5V£d. per pen¬ 
sioner. Tho present average rate with 
the 8s. maximum Is Os. 8d. per pensioner. 
Some idea of the closeness with which 
the financial standing of pensioner’s re¬ 
latives is examined will be gathered 
from Ihe fact that wtiercns only 110 2s. 
was recovered from relatives within tbo 
first three months, in the financial year 
ending June. 1004, no less than ftt.495 
was so recovered. The Victorian govern¬ 
ment now pays away to .pensioners about 
£200,000 a year, at an administrative 
cost to the state of only £17,000.

Premier Balfour's majority has been 
steadily declining during the post couple 
of years. Still is the first instance the 
following of the Conservative party in 
the present Parliament did not represent 
the normal political sentiment of the 
country. 8ixty-fivo of a majority over 
Liberals and Home Rulers combined 
should suffice for the proper conduct of 
the country’s business. We know of one 
government iu Canada that would be 
well pleased if it had support of relative 
proportions.

Provincial Government Will Appoint 
Game Wardens for the Province. 


The provincial government evidently 
intend* adopting the recommendation of • 
the delegation from the Victoria nnd 
Vancouver Game Club*, which waited 
upon Premier McBride and his colleagues 
about a mouth ago. It will be remember¬ 
ed that the former requested that some 
steps he taken to provide for the more 
stringent enforcement of the Game Act. 
nnd suggested the appointment of a head 
warden einpow-ered Jto select three depu- | 
ties, one to have control on Vancouver | 
Islaud. another on the I<ower Mainland, 
nnd the third in the interior. To-dfly it 
was announced from an authoritative 
source that A. Bryon Willing)*. a promin¬ 
ent sportsman residing at Vancouver, had 
been selected as superintending warden. 
This will be good news to^ill intonated 
in the protection of game, a* Mr. Wil¬ 
liams is an acknowledg'd authority nnd 
is thoroughly acquainted with every ac¬ 
tion of British Columbin. 

Mr. Williams is expected to name his 
deputies in the course of a few weeks. 
When this is done they will immediately 
commence preparations for tho forth¬ 
coming season. As already stated, each 
warden will have charge of one of the 
three districts into which the province has 
been divided. They will organize their 
respective sections ns well as possible, 
and, as only the most efficient men will 
be chosen to act, they may l*e depended 
upon to take precautions against trans¬ 
gressions of the Game Act. Members of 
j the Victoria and Vancouver clubs, there- 
. fore, should be congratulated on having 
secured what all true s(>ortsnien desire— 
th© assurance of the strict enforcement of 
the Game Act. 

These deputies will be required to sub¬ 
mit reports of their work to the heud 
warden at regular intervals, and the lat- 
| ter in turn must report annually to the 
; government.

A fine per- 1 
formnnee against the Bradford fifteen 
galued him his "blue, and" he had the sat¬ 
isfaction of playing iu a winning game be¬ 
hind Messrs. J. Le Fleming, M. M. Duncan, 

H. It. Brut ton, W. U. M. Leake, and M. T. 
Scott. lu the following spring he was 
chosen to represent Cambridge lu the Uni¬ 
versity sports at Lillie Bridge as a weight- I 
putter.' Entering at Guy's hospital, he | 
made his mark also in Association football, j 
«nd Jb<* played for Richmond at three-quar¬ 
ter fox ft couple of aeaseus, as well as for j 
London against the Western Counties. In 
1888 no International matches were played • 
tty England, but Mr. Mitchell was chosen 
for the South against the North, and. on! 
?the resumption of friendly relations between 
the four Rugby Unions, he was chosen in ! 
1800 to act as full back for the English j 
team, a position which was accorded to j 
him without hesitation thenceforth until 
the end of the season 1800-01. Although he 
was more thau once on the losing side, no 
part of the responsibility for defeat could 
be laid upon him, and be was conspicuous 
for good defence even at Richmond In 1801. ' 
when the Scottish team gained »<> decisive 
a victory. • Though he was not always dis¬ 
tinguished for long kicking, he rarely failed 
to find touch, and his well-timed, neat and ; 
courageous tackling could compare In Its I 
way with that of hla most celebrated pre- | 
cursors. Messrs. Tristram and Taylor. In | 
stopping the rushes of fast forwards on a 
wet ground he had no superior. Mr* Mit¬ 
chell was a member of the team which 
made a tour in South Africa In 1801, and 1 
on his return continued to do good service \ 
tor the Richmond F. C. He played once 
more for England, against Scotland In 1803 
at Leeds, and. on a very heavy ground, j 
hardly did himself Justice.

DIED YESTERDAY 


Victim of Accident at Chemical Works 
Passes Away.

but was horned. The other building* 
were not damaged to any extent. The 
manner in which Mr. Scott received the 
news is somewhat novel.

"By Jove, there goes an explosion.’’ and 
went out to investigate, returning with 
the particulars just given. 


I William Oliver McLachlan. who was 
^injured at the chemical works about a 
fortnight ago. passed away at th** St. 
Joseph’s hospital yesterday. He was a 
native of St. Mary's, Ont., and was 
thirty-nine years of age. He was a.fore¬ 
man at the chemical works and had been 
employed there about five years. A 
coroner’s inquest was held this morning 
to inquire into the circumstances-of Mr. 
McLachlan’s death, Dr. Hart presiding. 
The jury was composed of the following: 
W. D. Kinnaird (foreman). John Fuller¬ 
ton. II. McCandless. G. I). Christie, E. 
W. Hall and R. J. Matthews. 

According to the evidence, the particu¬ 
lars of the unfortunate occurrence which 
robbed Mr. McLachlan of his life were 
as follows: He and three* others—two 
white men and a Chinaman—were mov¬ 
ing a five or six hundred pound tank on 
a truck. They had come to a grade, and 
Mcl^ichlan and another man tried to 
propel the truck upward by placing pipes 
under the axle. The whole thing toppled 
over McLachlan, unlike his companion, 
was unable to get out of the way and the 
tank fell upon him. crushing him severe¬ 
ly. Ho was removed to his residence and 
subsequently to 8t. Joseph's hospital, 
but the best of medical skill was of no 
avail. 

F. Moore, of the chemical works, said 
that there was on hand all the necessary 
equipment for moving weights and it was 
at the disposal of Mr. McLachlan had he 
desired to use* it. The tank was uot ex¬ 
cessively *heavy to be moved on a truck, 
os much greater weights were conveyed 
in this way quite frequently. 

The coroner theu summed up. after 
which the jury returned a verdict of acci¬ 
dental death. 

Mr. McLachlan leaves a widow and 
five children, the eldest of whom is twelve 
years of age, and the youngest two. The 
funeral will take place on Sunday after¬ 
noon at 2.30 o’clock from the family resi¬ 
dence 91 Kingston street.
